penditure. Everything possible 
has 


been done to delay and postpone ac- 
tion, but the state authorities are de- 
manding • speedy results, 
and 
some 


form of building must be started in 
the near future If we are not to draw 
down (he penalties of the law. We 
how have the unique and dubious dis- 
tinction of being the only city of over 
30,000—with one possible exception— 
to refuse compliance with the law, and 
the patience of the state board of 
health Is not clastic enough to war- 
rant further delay. Let us then have 
a hospital for tuberculosis 
and 
for 


contagious diseases as soon as possi- 
ble, but let us be mindful of the state 
of the treasury-and other 
heavy de- 


mands upon it.

is not objected to by the state author- 
ities, and if there is a possibility of 
county institutions later, why should 
we erect an elaborate structure?

Governor's Messages 


Legislation to provide .quarters for 


the Massachusetts supreme court at 
the slate house Is urged In a special 
message sent to the legislature yester- 
day afternoon by Gov. McCall. 


In his message the governor said: . 
"I ain informed by the committee of 


the council having charge of the dis- 
tribution of space in the state house." 
that there is likely to he space availa- 
ble for the use of the justices of the 
supreme judicial court for and in con- 
nection with such law sittings of the 
full court as are or may be provided 
by law to be held in Boston. There 
would be an obvious propriety in hav- 
ing the sittings of the full court held 
in the slate house. 


'I therefore recommend the passage 


of an act giving authority to the gov- 
ernor and council to assign space in 
the state house for the use of the jus- 
tices as I have above indicated." 


The governor also sent to the legis- 


lature a special message affecting tha

thing new for those who know what 
took place in Belgium and the invaded 
provinces of Russia and France. What 
:s new, however, in that business and 
what is worse than anything of the 
sort yet seen Is the application 
of 


Bulgarian methods to the part of our 
country they occupy. 
"We ought to 


know." he added bitterly, 
"for it is 


not the first time that we have seen 
it. 
And mind you, 
it is Macedonia 


that Is suffering the most from Bul- 
garian terrorism and it is precisely 
Macedonia that the Bulgars claim is 
exclusively Bulgarian! 


"The fate of our civil population is 


what worries us most, and we are try- 
ing all the time to find some way to 
stop this extermination of our already 
almost half extermmed race." 


The prince spoke with emotion of 


the efforts of the Americans to aid the 
suffering Serb civilians.

NEW YORK, May 
24.—Sensational 


charges by Mayor John Purroy Mitchel 
pgalnst some of his "co-religionists" 
In attempted Justification o£ wile-tap- 
ping during the investigation conduct- 
ed by a committee appointed by Gov. 
Whitman Into the affairs of Roma:i 
Catholic charitable institutions in this; 
city were made late yesterday after- 
noon belore the legislative committee 
headed by Senator Ceo. R Thompson. 
1 The mayor's allegations were prompt- 
ed by' the indictment in Kings coun- 
ty earlier In the day of John A. Kings- 
bury, city commissioner of charities, 
nnd • William 
H. .Hotchkiss, 
special 


counsel for, the charities department. 
for their part in the lapping of tele- 
phone 
wires. 
The 
chief 
witnesses 


against them before the grand jury 
were Catholic clergymen. 


Mayor Mltehel and Police Co-mmis- 


bioner Woods were witnesses before 
the jury, but were not indicted, al- 
though the presentment of the jury de- 
clared that they merited "a most severe 
condemnation" if they approved wire 
tapping "merely to furnish 
counsel 


'•with Information in a law case or to 
gratify curiosity." 
Mayor • Mitchel took the stand with 


the avowed purpose of making public 
telephone conversations overheard by 
the police, which he. declared. Justified 
the wire-tapping. His determination 
to take the public into his confidence 
and not to appear before the commit- 
tee in private, brought him Into direct 
and. acrimonious conflict with 
Chair- 


man Thompson. 
' 
. Finally the witness refused to be si- 
lent, and the chairman had to order 
his collc-itsue.s into executive session. 
The commission retired, leaving

clash between Chairman Thompson and 
Frank Moss, counsel for the comnus- 


"We can't take up those conversa- 


tions here!" shouted Senator Thomp- 
son. 
"Wo can take them up only in 


executive session." 
The mayor declared that he would 
hav to consider whether he would dis- 
close the conversations except in pub- 
lic 
He intimated that he would tako 


the subject before the "proper author- 
ities" with a view to the prosecution 
on four charges of persons whom he 
declared were involved in a conspiracy 
to discredit the , charities department 
of the city. 
Senator Thompson issued his call for 


an executive session after Alfred J. 
Taliey, counsel for some of the cler- 
gymen involved, and offered strong ob- 
jections .to the reading of the conver- 
sations in the mayor's possession or ol 
any part of them. - The attorney 
as- 


serted that the alleged conversations 
were taken down on a slate in long- 
hand by four police officers, and were 


presented to the charities Investlgat- 
ug 'committee, which refused to re- 
ceive them on the ground that it would 
be Improper to have them go on the 
record. 


If tapping wires is a. crime," Mr. 


Taliey asserted, "It is an aggravation 
of that crime to make the conversa- 
tion public." 


Previously, Mr. Thompson had made 


public a letter received from John M. 
[Sowers, of counsel for the state hoard 
of charities, against which Commis- 
sioner Kingsbury. made charges, re- 
questing that Mayor Mitchel be not al- 
,'owed to make public alleged evidence 
obtained through wire tapping. 
Ho 


pointed out that Commissioner Strong, 
who conducted the charities investiga- 
ion ruled out this so-called cvidencu 
on the ground that it had been ob- 
tained In an Illegal way. 
He main- 


tained that, if the mayor made public 
the conversations which had been over- 
heard, he "should he held amenable to 
he laws of the s,late." 
When the mayor took the witness 


chair he said he would not leave it 
until he had "torn things wide open." 
He declared that he had in his hands 
records of approximately 100 conver- 
sations taken down by the police over 
a tapped wire which indicated that 
there "is a combination of persons who 
lave been working: 
"First to revoke the authority of 


the Strong committee by appealing to 
he governor; 
'Second, to discredit the committee; 
'Third, to attack and discredit Mr. 


Hotchkiss; 
"Fourth, to spirit people away from

"I therefore recommend the passage 


of an act giving, authority to the gov- 
ernor and council to assign space in 
the state bouse for the use of the jus- 
tices as 1 have above indicated." 
The governor also sent to the legis- 


lature a special message affecting the 
new 
town of 
Millville, . which 
was 


created Ihrough the passage of an act 
over the governor's veto. It was re- 
ferred to the committee'on towns. 


In his message he says: 
"A law has been passed at the'pres- 


ent session setting off the

24.—(Delayed)—Princ6 Alexander 
Serbia, regent ot King Peter's land- 
less kingdom, in an interview today 
with a representative of 
elated Press said tliut he 
ranees from all the allies 
that 


settlement of the war would be ac- 
cepted which did not provide for the 
restoration 
o£ Serbia. 


The prince appeared thin and worn 


from the hardships through which he 
has passed. 


"I receive you," he said, "to prove 


how deeply I appreciate the tone of 
the American press which, while de- 
fending the sacred principle of 
the 


liberty of all peoples, 
has there by 


rendered justice to our rights to ex- 
ist as an independent nation. 
Serbia 


desires to live in peace but only on 
condition that its aspirations, 
cult- 


ure and language are respected as it 
respects those ol others," 


•The nrinco chatted unaffectedly of 


the hardships which he and his troops 
had endured in their retreat through 
Albania."" Always, however, 
he 
re- 


turned to the one thought which fills 
his mind—the driving
